San FranciFco, July 8.—It may be Bald 


that the Christian Endeavor host have 
completed a conquest of the city. They 
hold all its entrances and appear In foroe 
in its thoroughfares. The scenes at Me- 
chanics' pavilion resemble a national po- 
litical convention, bnt for the fact that 
two-thirds of the delegates are members 
of the gentler sex. All the streets In the 
business districts In the neighborhood of 
the different headquarters are congested 
with thousands of visitors. Men and wo- 
men alike are decked in Endeavor colors, 
purple and gold, on whJoh appear the 
names of their states and towns. The 
busiest scene tbla morning wag about the 
California headquarters. There are 30,- 
000 Endeavorers In California and it 
seems as though most of them Intended 
to put in an appearance all the time dur- 
ing the convention. The total cumber of 
arrivals so far are about 18,000. The 
lust of the big eastern delegations are ex- 
pected to arrive eomo time tonight, but 
straggling arrivals promise to continue 
most of the week. 


The societies which found it impossible 


to send delegates have sent greetings, 
•which will be read at the convention. 
Ihey come from India, Japan, France, 
Germany and other alien lands. 


The Convention. 


The day's work opened with prayer 


meetings from 0:30 to 7:15 In various 
city churches. The convention proper 
opened In the Mechanics' pavilion at 
9:30, with a welcoming hymn by the 
great choir, followed by devotional exer- 
cises. Than followed the addres^ of wel- 
come by Bolla V. Watt, of the Chicago 
committee of 1897, given in a most hearty 
vray. Rev. John Hemphill welcomed the 
delegates on behalf of the pastors of San 
Francisco. He spoke of the oiusade in- 
augurated by Peter the Hermit centuries 
ago, which set Europe ablaze, with the 
result that the armies, with the cry "God 
will sit," precipitated themselves on the 
Holy Land. He characterized Rev. Fran- 
cis Clark, father of the Christian En- 
deavor movement, as Peter the Hermit of 
the nineteenth century, going up and 
down this land preaching for a holler 
crusade and California surrendered un- 
conditionally to the Invasion. He closed 
by expressing the hope that the present 
be known in coming years as the pente- 
costal convention.

Why? Boeause of 


the eloquent endorsement which a com- 
mon and universal method of Christian 
service renders to Its advocates. 


"Only one denomination still seeks to 


prevent the increase of Christian Endeav- 
or sooletieg, and that hag introduced 
Christian 
Endeavor 
principles, 
and 


though we regret the absence of full fel- 
lowship we are glad of the extension of 
the Ideas for which we stand-in that we 
rejoice, yea, and will rejoice. 


"Our society then has these signs of a 


universal moverrent. It was born In ob- 
scurity and weakness. It has net owed 
Its extension to human advocacy or eccle- 
siastical authority. It has spread to ev- 
ery 1-tnd. It had been found adapted to 
every evangelical creed, to every form of 
church government, and to every race and 
class and language and condition of peo- 
ple. It ha=< failed only where the princi- 
ples involved Jn our covenant pledge have 
been ignored or where it has been crushed 
ut by denominational authority." 
In answering the question of the text 
e said the movement maet be true to its 
nndamental idea; must necessarily be 
.nlfying; must be a persuasive force; 
inn?t be sacrificial; and must listen to 
God's voice and continually obey it. 
Jontlnuing he said: 


There Is a world movement, thank 


God, a way from materialism, formalism 
nd a barren eccleslasticallsm back to God 
Himself. 


"Endeavorers, let this be the motto, 
be purpose, the prayer of this, our com- 


ventlons, since last. I met yon, In the Met- 
ropolitan Tabernacle of London, and In 
the Beels of Bengal; In St. Andrew's ball 
of Glasgow, and In the ancient capital of 
th3Pumjab; among our Irish Endeavor 
ers in Belfast, and on the sunburnt plains 
of southern India; In crowded Berlin,and 
on the lonely tablelands cf the Transvaal, 
amonir the Alps of Switzerland, and on 
the vast veldt of the Orange Free State; 
in sea-girt Stockholm, and In the karoo

Jfficers Alarmed at a Mysterious Gather- 


ing in Oklahoma.

laboe Indians, over 8000 red men and wo- 
men are now in secret council, and peo- 
ple ne r them fear tr:uble. The gathered 
Indians are from the five tribes, and their 
deliberations are secret. Major M. E. 
iVoodson, agent for the Cheyenne and Ar- 
ipaboe Indians, hag taken vigorous ateps 


K> break up the council but has failed. 
This council has continued since July 1. 
On tbat date a law wag pasted by tbe late 
legislature prohibiting polygamy among 
;he Indians, and an outbreak may occur 
over the enforcement of the new law. 
There are sixty Cheyenne Indian bucks 
who have from two to a dozen wives. 
The Indian squaws are anxious to know 
which ones will be expelled from tbeir 
husbands' tents. There is considerable 
anxiety among the officers over the attl 
tude of the Indians.

o tbe west General Gomez has advanced, 
}ut it Is certain that be reached the prov- 
nce of Matanzag at the time named 
above. 


Tbat General Carrlllo was in Cienfue- 


gos to help Gomez is not true 
Carrlllo, 


with a column of 4000 men, joined Go- 
mez before he crossed the Jucaro-Moron 
rocbo more than eight months ago. He 
was with Gomez all through the cam- 
paign In Santa Clara province and at tbe 
istate La Reforma, and Is DOW going 
westward with the Cuban coiumander-in- 
ibief. 


All tbe plans of General Weyler in Orl- 


mt have been blighted by tbla clever 
movement of Gomez to tbe west.

Weyler thought that he could safely with- 
draw forty battalions from tbe provinces 
of Mat^nzag, Havana and PlnardelRio 
o crush General Garcia In tbe east, Gen- 
eral Gomez, wbo was believed by tbe 
Spaniards to be with a few followers In 
Santa Clara province, fell suddenly on 
Matanzas wltb tiOOO men. General Wey- 
er has been obliged to abandon bis Santi- 
ago de Cuba campaign and maruh hur- 
riedly back west to stop Gomez's western 
iflvunoe. 
What Is sadder still for Weyler 


= the fact that behind his columns comes 
General Garcia, wbo, after moving ta the 
wast from Ciego de Avila to meet Weyler, 
when he saw that the 'Spaniards wore 
withdrawing to the west, again approach- 
ed the trocha with bis artillery with the 
evident aim of forcing it and attacking 
tbe Spanish rea) euard. 


The sensation produced in Havana by 


this news Is beyond description, and It Is 
generally believed that In spite of all tbe 
support given to him by Ganovas the cen- 
tral government will have to recall Wey- 
er. 1'he correspondents of El Heraldo 
and El Imparolal have sent today to Key 
West, by special boats, long dispatches to 
Madrid In which tbe gravity ot the situa- 
tion is described. It Is fully acknowl- 
edged that General Gomez hos.outwltted 
Weyler and that tbe situation ii very hu- 
miliating for the Spanish commander. 


On the west side of the River Hannbana 


General Gomez met two Spanish columns, 
utterly routed them, and then proceeded 
on big march. This Is the engagement 
which has been reported by tbe Spaniards 
as having been lost by Carrlllo and Ban- 
deras.

Tbo main interest centered In tho final

He says: "Article 1, section 5 of 
the constitution, clause 2, says: 'Each 
house may determine the rules of its 
proceedings.'

Under that constitution- 
al provision, the committee on rules of

providing that adjournments shall be

' You read about trusts and combina- 
tions of rich men. to accomplish re- 
sults. Y^ell. congrc^smon form combi- 
nations, too. The statesmen who have 
constituents after them, demanding 
consideration of their special measures, 
g-et tojrcthei and work together and 
vote together. Thej talk Viith each 
other in the committee rooms about 
their bills, and tell e-nh other how im- 
portant it is tor each of them to secure 
the passage of bills, in order that they 
ihav be renomiiuited ;ind reeleetcd to 
congress.

The senate appoints its com- 
mittees b3r election; but the house of 
representatives coniides that impor- 
tant power to the speaker alone, and he 
can appoint the committees when he 
yets ready. Speaker Keed does not in- 
tend to appoint the committees for the 
Fifty-fifth congress until the beginning 
jf the regular session of the congress 
in December next. 


The greatest number of people affect- 


ed by the failure of the speaker to ap- 
point the committees will be found 
imong the old soldiers, their families 
and friends. The rules of the pension 
office are strict, and apparently unjust, 
in some cases.

.iis constituent. The printing costs him 
>othmy. It is an official document, 
and is tarried through the mails free 


f charge. The congressman thus gives 
iis constituent to understand that he 
s in a fair way to get a pension. The 
constit uent receives the printed tbille, 
and shous the copies to his friends. 
They do not know how hard it is to 
;et a bill tlnou^h congress; and they 
ondly imagine that their congress 
man is u gieat man, who has done d 
great thing. As a matter of tact, the 
ntroduttion of a bill in congress is as 
easy as dropping a letter in the post 
office. The congressman simply drops 
the bill in what is called "the bill box," 
and the clerks and the 
government 


>rintlng office do the rest. 


Then there is another thing which 


.he people do not understand. They 
gei up big petitions to congress pray- 
ng that certain legislation be enacted. 
"he congressmen receive these peti- 
.ions, but they pay no heed' to them. 
Of course they each \\rlte a letter to 
he man whose name heads the petition 
and say to him: "I have received the 
>etition and to-day presented it to the 
louse of representatives. It was re- 
erred) to lie proper committee and 
vill receive consideration in due time." 


When you send petitions to congress 


and receive such letters you may as 


l understand that you ha\e been 


vasting time. 
There is a "petition 


iox" in the house of representatives. 
Your congressman simply drops your 
petition in that box and it is taken in 
charge by the clerks, who fold it, send 
it to a committee, where it is filed 
away and forgotten. There is noth- 
ing in it. Congressmen do not pay auy 
aftention to petitions. 


lu the senate there is no "bill box" 


and there is no "petition box." In that 
body each senator arises in his pla«e 
nnd formally introduces a bill or a p*>- 
titicm and his remarks are printed 
daily in the Congressional Record. The 
Congressional Record is sent to tens of 
thousands of constituents, so that they 
may read that their senators have pre- 
Rentcd their bills and petitions. But 
they go their way to the graveyard of 
pigeon-holes, just the same as they do 
in the house of representatives.

Daniel Helmick, who murdered George 
i. Davis near Mfc. Pulaskl Monday night 


was caught by Shoriff Neal of Clinton 
yesterday at tbe home of Joseph Bateson 
near tbe town of DeWltt. He dtd not 
made any resistance. 
The Clinton Pub- 


ic in discussing the tragedy states tbat 
bbere Is an unsavory history to this trag- 
edy. It is alleged thai Mr. Davis was 
raveling over the country with women 
or nnboly purposes. Rumor avers that 
he bad picked up Mrs. Htlmlck at her 
home in his travels, making Mr. Helmick 
desperate in bin determination. Mr. Hel- 
mick followed the outfit through DeWltt 
-ounty Into Losan, and terminated his 
earcb with murder. 
After tbe shooting, t 


be passed through Eenney, Informing 
jersoua tbero tbat he had killed a man, 
displaying a revolver, two chambers of 
which were empty. Mr. Helmick also 
stated that be would not be taken by any 
man except Sheriff Nesl. If romoi la 
oorreot, both men wore desperate charac- 
ters, holding the law In light respect, per- 
mitting any real or fancied wrong to 
away their conduct. 


B. F. Wasson, manager of the Citizen's 


Telephone company, was on his way to 
Clinton from Hallsville on Tuesday morn- 
ng at 7 o'clock, when he met a trainp- 
ook'lng individual on a aaddleless gray 
horse. The stranger, on Invitation, got 
into Mr. Wasson's wagon. Ha acted sns- 
ilolonsly, tilling about hla trouble with a 
man navned Davis, who had alienated 
from him the affections of bis yoang wife 
who is aged 17 years. He asked Mr. Waa- 
ion who be was. When the latter was 
taking his card from his pocket, the fel • 
low said, "Oh, yon are after me." 
"No; 


I am not. 
Why should If" 
Seeing only 


a business card, he said, "Tbere was a lit- 
tie trouble over near Lincoln, and, you 
know, every stranger on tbe road is 
charged wlta any crime tbat may have 
been done." 


He said be had given his saddle to a 


farmer for lodging and rneala. His wife 
tad left him two months ago, and he_had 
been In search of her for over a week. 


Sheriff Neal was a -witness in tbe henr- 


ng. Helmlok says tbat the pistol with 
which be shot waa owned by Davis; Mrs. 
Helmick says it was hers. She claims 
that she followed Davis to Bloomington 
and Insisted upon accompanying him, 
and that Helmlok threatened her and Da- 
VIB'B life. "When Helmick asked me If I 
•was Btill going with Davis, I replied 
Yes!" 


Helmick asked Sheriff Neal to show 


him the lifeless body of big victim, so 
tbat be might be satisfied tbat his pistol 
had done its perfect work. 
When shown 


the corpse, he -replied; "I am satisfied; 
only I wish I bad killed her (meaning big 
wife) too." 
He shows DO signs of repent- 


ance. The prisoner is In Logan county 
jail.

BUCKINGHAM TOOK A SALT BATH, 


Interesting 
Incidents of 
the Trip 


Through Kansas and Colorado- 


Republican Man Talked to Brig- 


ham Young's Third Wife. 


Tbe Republican representative w'.tb the 


Deoatur Christian Endeavor party bound 
for California, jotted down some of bis 
impressions en route on arriving at Salt 
Luke City, Utah, Saturday, July 8, and 
on July 4 and 5 be wrote some note*, 
which are given In tbe fallowing letter: 


Eds. Republican.—First night out of 


Deoatur, no one retired until after leav- 
ing St. Louts, so that our sleeper didn't 
quiet down until after 8 a. m. 


Arrived early at Kaniaa City, being 


among tbe very first to get there and 
about the only oars that were marked, 
ihowiug Deoatur In tbe lead. Met Miss 
Carrie Orlswold and Will Roberts on the 
platform, alio Charlie Armstrong. 
Mrs. 


Young, Miss Darfee and Miss Richards 
left our train here and we haven't seen 
any of them since. Mra. young overtook 
our sleeper at Colorado Springs, but we 
were absent. Arrived early second morn- 
Ing at Denver, after enjoying a fearful 
storm all night in western Kansas. We 
were first in at Denver. Dr. VosburS 
and family were at Denver depot to meet 
us. Saw Bob Hays and other Decatur 
people here. We saw Denver from the 
street oars. • Looks dull from a business 
view. Empty store rooms and all of tbe 
olty houses for sale and rent. The crowd 
began to strike UB here and we loft at 8 
p. m. for Colorado Springs and were there 
bright and early and out of tbe sleepers 
by 0:80 a. m., hunting breakfast. 
Here 


la where we pay three street oar fores 
when yon go anywhere. We all went 
over to Manlton and went up Pike's 
Peak. One engine, one car, sixty people. 
The company got $800 for this carload. 
They handled eight trains that day, their 
receipts being over $2600. On top of Pike 
It balled and then mowed. Hard to 
breathe up there and we fought onrway.in 
the crowd to get back on tbe first car, and 
held our breath till wo got down again, 
too high for me to go again, 14,000 feet. 
We Here paid a carriage man $0 to drive 
us up a hillside about 300 feet and down 
again, In a rain. Six of us visited tbe 
cavern, tftd then we didn't go in. Tbe 
Garden of tbe Gods is over advertised. 
Over at Coloardo Springs tbat night the 
Endeavoreri were received at tbe Presby- 
terian church, and bad a fine address of 
welcome from the mayor. Tbe crowd 
hag not become so large that It is harden 
gome. Crowds walking up and down 
railroad yards in tbe dark, banting sleep- 
Ing cars and crowd* that have mlsred 
their regular trains and climbing into the 
first one going ont, which Is already full. 
We were to have left Colorado Springs at 
8 a. m., but got out at 5 a. m., and then 
we were lucky, being tbe fifth train out. 
This position wo held till we reached 
Salt Lake yeetarday at 6 p. m. 


Our party has kept In very good shape 


and will until we reach Sallda, Col., 
where about half of tuera climb Into nar- 
row guage oars and go around over Mar- 
shall Pans to Qrand .lunation, where they 
reaob the sleeper again. 
Tbey went at 


noon, and remained In tho»e little oars 
until t a. m. next morning, when we 
overtook them with the regular train. 
Tbey were glad to see us. Several of tbe 
party were used up tbe next day, but are 
all right again today and everyone at 
tending- obnrob here now. The Denver 
and Bio Grand railroad If doing nobly 
with tbe crowds and Is the best managed 
road for passenger traffic I have ever seen. 
After pasting all day through the deiert 
and mountains to thin plaee, we hurried 
ont to Salt Lake, where the only one In 
the party, Mr. Buckingham, took a batb. 
We watched him from above and helped 
cheer him in his efforts to keep big heels 
In the water. 


All Deoatur people In obnroh this a. m. 


and all attended Tabernacle at 9:80 p. ra. 
Tbere were 19,000 people tbmo. We bad 
a talk with Mrs. M. P. Soong, Brig 
hum's third wife. She Is now 74 years 
old. We wont through Brlgbam'i old 
home and his office, wblob ii-much run 
down. This Is tbe flmt time tbe place 
was ever thrown open to tbe public. We 
bad a great many questions to aik about 
them. There has been fine cool weather 
so far on the trip. We are just beginning 
to feel tbe crush of people, elbows crowd' 
ed In and everyone in a hurry. 


We have fully 14,000 people here today. 


It's worth something to Salt Lake, too. 
We go to church tonight, see the soldiers 
at Fort Donglats tomorrow at 10 o'clock 
in a big •peolal drill and start for San 
Francisco at 19 o'clock Monday. July 5. 


It's tbe most orderly crowd I ever saw

The rod 
which carries the vane may be rotated 
by the observer, who can thus ascertain 
the exact position which gives the right 
ear the loudest noise, and then do the 
same with the left ear. Having noted 
these directions with precision, he 
knows that the signal really comes f rora 
a direction half-way between them. 
The position of an iceberg could be de- 
tected in the same manner, inasmuch us 
it would gne an echo, \\hen the ec- 
phone was first tested the whistling of 
the wind around the edges of the re- 
ceivers would make noise enough to in- 
terfere with the use of the instrument.

CHEAP GUTTA PERCHA. 


A DlKoovery of Great and Far-Reacli- 


Ima Commercial Interest. 


The demand for gutta peicha. is so 


great that the price has btendily ad- 
vanced from 18 cents to $1.80 per pound, 
and cases have been known where'$7.50 
has been paid for the highest quality. 
It has bben found that by a new process 
it can be manufactured at a cost of 36 
cents per pound. The tree does not 
yield gum until 17 jears old, and if 
tapped 17 jears must again elapse be- 
fore gum can be collected. The tree 
yidds seed only at 30 years. In the new 
process leaves and twigs of the tree are 
dried, ground to a fine powder, and 
mixed with one-tenth of their weight 
of caustic sod» dissolved in water and 
heated to boiling point. 
This sub- 


stance is placed in a receptacle with 
a quantity of toluene. The receptacle 
is kept in a boiling bath for 15 minutes. 
The liquor is then poured off, acetone 
is add«d, the liquor meanwhile being 
agitated. The gutte percha 13 soon pre- 
cipitated in a flaky form. It is then 
washed and kneaded by hand and quick- 
ly assumes a nomogeneous fot-m, ex- 
hibiting the characterises of gutta 
percha in the soft state, elasticity, 
plasticity and toughness. It before long 
exhibits hardness and resists oxidation 
under the action of ozone. 


Starvation nnd tlic Brntn. 


At a prominent club recently the sub- 


ject of starvation came under discus- 
sion. After many anecdotes had been 
told and personal experiences relnted, 
a specialist's figures were gnen. "Man 
in a starving process would die in eight 
to 11 dajs. The period depends upon 
his condition at the start. In the proc- 
ess of the disease 40 per cent, of the 
weight of the body is consumed; 93 
per cent, of the weight of fat disap- 
peais; of the blood, 75 per cent.; of 
the spleen, 71; of the liver, 52; of the 
heart, 44; of the bowels and muscles, 
42, of the bones, IB; of the eyes, 10; 
of the skin. 33; of the lungs, 22; of the 
nenous system, only 2 per cent, is 
wasted." From this, he concluded that, 
in starving, the brain died last.

Wliy the System Now Prevailing in 


This Country WOM Adopted. 


The old railroad man sat behind the 


counter of a Chestnut street ticket of- 
fice, enjoying a mild and mcdiitative 
cigar. A young man with an interroga- 
tion point sort of a face leaned over the 
counter and said; "Beg pardon, may' 
I ask a question? Thanks. I observe 
that all railway time tables have con- 
spicuously printed upon them 'East- 
ern, standard time.' I suppose I'm an 
awful ignoramus, but I'm bleat if I 
ever met anyone who could clearly ex- 
plain the meaning of that. Do you 
know?" 


"I rather think I do," replied the old 


railroad man. "Prior to 1883 the clocks 
of this country were in confusion in- 
describable. Every city, town and vil- 
lage had its own local time, fixed by 
solar observations. Then every rail- 
road had its own standard of time, and 
some of the large systems had several 
different varieties of time, covering 
their several divisions respectively. In 
those days if you went into a strange 
town and asked one of its people the 
time of day, he would reply with the 
question: 'City time or railroad time?' 
the variation between the two being 
In some eases nearly an hour. A man 
traveling only from Boston to Washing- 
ton desirous of keeping his watcli even 
with the time table would use no less 
than five different standards of time. 
He would start by Boston time, at 
Providence he would reset his watch 
to Provid'ence1 time, at New London to 
New York time, at New York—not as 
one might suppose to the local time of 
the metropolis, but to Philadelphia 
time, which was then just, five minutes 
slower than New York time, fill the 
way from New York to Baltimore his 
train would be governed, by our own 
statehouse clock, but at Baltimore he 
would have his watch back two minutes, 
as the {rain there took Washington 
time. 'Were "he to stop off at Trenton 
or Wilmington or some other inter- 
mediate point, the situation would be 
further complicated, for be would en- 
counter *local* time as soon as he had 
left the depot. 


"Now," continued the old railroad 


man, relighting his cigar, "the enor- 
-mous dangers and inconveniences of 
this system, or lack of system, early be- 
came manifest, and schemes for its bet- 
terment were under discussion for 
years. 
Obviously, the ideal solution 


of the difficulty lay in the establish- 
ment of geographical zones or belts, 
defined by, arbitrary lines running 
north and south, the time of some one 
designated point within each zone to 
prevail all over the territory within 
its boundary lines. Thus much agreed 
upon, the real trouble began. 
The 


smallest crossroads hamlet, as well as 
the largest city, was willing that every 
other community in its particular zone 
should give up its local time, but stren- 
uously protested against changing its 
own. After protracted discussion the 
several national organizations of rail- 
way officials resolved to disregard all 
local clamoring*! and agreed upon the 
system of time standards now in use. 


'This, briefly stated, consists in di- 


viding the country into belts of 15 de- 
grees of longitude each, and taking the 
actual fcolar time of some important 
place within each belt as the standard 
time of all other places in that belt. As 
15 degrees of longitude are equivalent 
to one hour of t'.jne, it follows that the 
time of any give,t bait is one hour earli- 
er than that of -Jie belt wes,t, and one 
hour later thai that of the belt east 
of it. Eastern Btjndard'time is that of 
places directly 4'^on the 75th meridian 
west of Greenwich,-and is consequent- 
ly just five hojuea later than Green- 
wich time. Roughly speaking, eastern 
standard time prevails, from Portland 
on the east to Bujalo nnd Pittsburgh 
on the west, and when, it is five o'clock 
p. m. at Greenwich, Bug-land, It is pre- 
cisely 12 o'clock .neon all over the area 
thus defined, regurdlesis of the true or 
solar time. 


"Central standard time is fixed by 


the 19th meridian. If you start from 
Philadelphia and travel west of Pitts- 
burgh you must set your watch back 
just one hou- on leaving the smoky city* 
At Yankton, X. D., you strike mountain 
standard time, and your watch goes 
back another hour. If you go on to the 
Pacific coast you will set it back a 
third hour, for you will then be in the 
zone of Pacific standard time, fixed by 
the 120th meridian west of Greenwich. 
To sum it up, instead of a thousand 
standerds of time, as formerly, your 
watch will show the exact and iiniversai 
time at every point in America by re- 
setting the hands three times between 
the Atlantic and Pacific."—Philadelphia 
Record.

THE EULEK OF PERSIA. 


His Palace at Teheran and Some 


of His Treasures. 


The I'rcnent Slinh !• Not a Bod Son 


of a. Fellow—He In Drnmiue of 


Speech and a Mnguitl- 


ccnt Shot. 


The present ruler of Persia is far re- 


moved from blood-thirstiness, is a quiet 
,Tian,\and spends much of his time pot- 
lering- around his gardens in a tweed 
suit, either with his gun or camera. 
In state parades he wears black, with a 
(.•luster of brilliants in his hat and on 
each shoulder. He sits his horse awk- 
wardly, iincl widcllea when he walks, 
and Ii'.is, u dull, lethargic face and man- 
ner, as though he were of a drowsy, 
slothful temperament. He is a con- 
firmed imaliil, :irid is in physical pain 
moht of the time; consequently he 
liutes ceremonials. 


His palace, says the New Illustrated 


.Magazine, is a medley of brightly-paint- 
ed, fantastic buildings, adorned with 
fringes, arabesques 
and 
wonderful 


paintings of beasts and birds. 
The 


gardens attached are charming. There 
:ir« plcnsant avenues of poplars, pines 
and myrtles, lovely beds 'of flowers, 
tiny streams and cascades, and at one 
end there is an enormous throne, where 
the shall gives public audiences. The 
extraordinary things seen in the shah's 
residence would fill a book. Priceless 
jewels and worthless gewgaws are 
mixed in reckless and unappreciative 
fashion. One apartment, known as the 
brilliant room, is nothing but a mass 
of mirrors; the carpets are of silk, and 
every chair, table and piece of wains 
coting is of gold. It is such a place as 
Aladdin might have dreamed of; and 
yet all around were lying childish toys 
—canaries that sang by clockwork, 
shells that opened and out walked 
chickens, a darky doll, a photograph 
of Queen Victoria, a picture torn out 
of an illustrated paper, plaster busts 
minus noses and ears, and on the cerr 
tral table was a gorgeous red plush 
frame containing a photo of some ob- 
scure English official. In another room 
Mr. Frascr saw exquisite works of art 
from the salon alongside a horrible ad- 
vertisement sheet, lovely carved ivory 
jars and ten-cent toothbrushes, and in 
one corner was a common, cheap iron

bedstead, with the pillows and mat 
tresses on the floor. Everywhere was 
shown the same execrable taste. 


All the world has heard of the won- 


der and gorgeousness of the Persian 
jewels, the like of which are not to be 
found in the whole world. Bowls filled 
with pearls, which Mr. Fraser said run 
through your fingers like grains of 
rice; trays heaped with diamonds, and 
turquoises, and amethysts, and thrones 
and chairs entirely covered with mag- 
nificent diamonds and other jewels, 
are to be seen. When the present shah 
was crowned it was a very hot day, 
and he slipped away as soon as pos- 
sible after the ceremony. He was found 
sitting in a draught on the corri- 
dor steps, in his shirt sleeves. Some 
one remonstrated, and said he would 
certainly catch cold. "Oh; I am so 
warm." he replied, "and this thing," 
taking off the crown and pitching it 
to one side, "is so heavy! I hope I 
shall never have to put it on again." 
On another occasion he took off his 
headdress, which was heavy with dia- 
monds, and threw it into the corner 
of the room, saying: "I am not going 
to have my head crnck'ed with a load 
like that on it. Let the stones be re- 
moved." 


The shah is brusque of speech; he is 


also a magnificent shot, and can shoot 
a hole through a copper coin tossed 
in the air. He goes off on roug-h hunt- 
ing trips and bags big game. He is 
the best gun in Persia. He is neither 
a fool nor an imbecile, and is a man 
of swift action. 
He is kindly of 


heart, and is more apt to pardon a 
robber or criminal than to condemn 
him to death. This kindliness makes 
him unpopular, for the Perslann want 
a king to be a king, and to the average 
Persian mind kingship means cruelty, 
debauchery and extortion. 


AH the food the shah eats is most 


carefully prepared, and a prince of 
the royal blood is responsible thut no 
tricks are played. Every dish as it 
is brought from the kitchen is enre- 
fully sealed, nnd the seals nrc broken 
in the shah's presence. Ar cording to 
etiquette, the shah eat' 
' Me. For- 


merly he squatted, am! • . . om a tray 
placed on the floor, but now he has 
been persuaded to sit on a mattresp 
and eat from a table about a foot high. 
Retween 50 and Oft dishes are served, 
but his majesty eats only two_or three. 
Kverj'thing is eaten from, his fingers. 
Tie loves marrow, and one of his prac- 
tices is to thrust his hand into a dish 
of rice and search for the bones that 
contain marrow. He answered remon- 
strance* on this practice by saying 
that if he went to Europe he woul<? 
'•onsent to use a knife and fork.

QUEEN VICTORIA'S CROWNS. 


linn Worn the State Crown of Great 


Britain But Oix-e In Her Life. 


The only crown that is likely to be 


used during the stately functions of 
the commemoration is the tiara which 
is familiar to this generation in 
sketches of the queen when holding a 
drawing-room. 
This was mantllac- 


tured by the state jewelers in 1862 at 
the personal cos,t of her majesty, and, 
in general terms, may be said to weigh 
eight troy ounce*. It is a light shell 
of gold, entirely intrusted with dia- 
monds, and comprises J!,o73 brilliants, 
besides 523 ro(»e diamonds, making an 
aggregate of 3,106 stones. It is re- 
tained in the charge of the sovereign, 
of whom it is a personal possession, 
and to all intents and purposes never 
requires any attention. It was spe- 
cifically devised for «se m conjunction 
with a veil, and, apart from the draw- 
ing-rooms, has scarcely been ubed at 
all.This crown was preceded in point 
of time by a diadem or circlet of gold, 
choicely bejeweled. which was made 
for the queen in 1858. The stones used 
on this occasion, Which are wholly dia- 
monds, were in the main crown jew- 
els, and the diadem will therefore re- 
main the property of the crown, al- 
though the cost of mounting them for 
the use. of her majesty was borne out 
of the privy purse. 
The diadem is 


technically known as a circlet, sur- 
mounted by the cross patee (whereof 
the Maltese cross is a decoration vari- 
ant) and the fleur-de-lis. 


The general effect of this crown is 


excellently shown in the current coin- 
age, in which it is half-concealed by 
a veil, which was not worn in the 
earlier years of the- reign, when thin 
form of circlet was in ordinary use; 
and, indeed, there would seem to be 
some doubt EMS to whether the particu- 
lar form of coronet depicted on the 
present coin issues has ever been 
adopted by the cyueeu in actual use at 
all. It was this diadem and another 
of a like shape that preceded it which 
were used when her majesty opened 
or prorogued parliament, and also on 
such ocaasions as the marriage of the 
princess royal. 


On every occasion on which 
the 


queen visited the house of lords the 
state crown was taken out of the re- 
galia room in the Tower of London and 
»as borne before her on a cushion. 
Except for this purpose the crown has 
only left the tower on two occasions 
during the reign—once 
for 
repair 


(some part of the setting having be- 
come loosened) and once in order to 
modify the ermine. The crown has 
never been actually worn by the queen 
at any function whatever since the act 
of coronation 60 years ago, nnd there is 
nothing in the episodes of the-forth- 
coraing commemoration that will re- 
quire its removal from the tower. The 
state crown was made for the queen 
by Messrs. Bundell & Bridge (the pred- 
ecessors of Garrards, the present hold- 
ers of the appointment), and its con- 
struction, ts familiar history. It may, 
however, be Interesting at this junc- 
ture to say that the estimated value 
at that time of its stones—comprising 
2,783 diamonds, 277 pearls, 16 sap- 
phires, 11 emeralds and 4 rubies—was 
£ 112,760, apart from the priceless ruby 
which belonged to Edward the Black 
Prince, and the laige sapphire pur- 
chased by George H . Iti the opinion of 
competent critics the stones still have 
an intrinsic worth of a like sum, even 
if no account be taken of the value that 
would attach to their illustrious asso- 
ciations.—Chicago_Tribune._

FIREPLACES OF SNOW. 


Am Tliey(Arc Constructed in Ericlmo 


Winter Ilonneo. 


About the end of January, or when 


the sun again appears above the hori- 
zin, many families at the two Eskimo 
villages near Point Barrow, in Alaska, 
leave their winter houses and travel 
inland 75 or 100 miles, to hunt reindeer 
among the upper waters of the large 
rivers that flow into the Arctic ocean 
east of the point. Here they encamp 
jn large, comfortable 
snow houses, 


usually dug out in a solid snowdrift. 
Like all Eskimo winter houses, these 
are entered by means of a long, low 
tunnel; and opening1 out of one side 
of this tuanel there is a fireplace built 
of scow slabs. 
, 


A young man and his wife moved 


down from Point Barrow after winter 
had set in, and, as there was no accom- 
modation for them in any of the per- 
manent woodeij houses, 
they built 


themselves a small hut from blocks of 
snow and roofed It over with sailcloth. 
I made them a visit one afternoon, and 
found the house pretty cold and un- 
comfortable in spite of the large stone 
lamp that was burning all the time. 
The entrance tunnel was about ten feet 
long; at the left hand as you entered, 
'and close to the door, was the fireplace. 
This was about 2% feet square, and 
neatly built of slabs of scow, with a 
smoke hole at the top and a stick 
stuck across at the proper height to 
hang a pot on. When the first fire Is 
jbuilt in such a fireplace there Is con- 
siderable melting of the surface of the 
snow, but as soon as the fire Is allowed 
to go out this freezes to a hard glaze of 
ice, which afterward melts only a very 
little. These fireplaces are used only 
for cooking, as the Eskimos rely wholly 
on the oil lamps for warming the dwell- 
' ng. — Llppi ncott's. 


Concentrated Poods. 


While no one will question the ad- 


risability of nsing fresh fruitSj grain 
and vegetables when they can be ob- 
tained in a fresh and wholesome state, 
it mufct be admitted that there are times 
when properly prepared condensed or 
concentrated foods are extremely de- 
sirable. It is also worth while to note 
that inexperienced cooks and careless 
lousekeepers are often at a loss to know 
just what to do in an emergency. Grad- 
ually they are learning some of the ad- 
vantages of prepared foods under such 
circumstances. 
Among the new intro- 


ductions are prepared soups in cakes or 
Dlocks. These have meat juices with a 
sort of Julienne soup preparation care- 
fully blended, seasoned and put up in 
a dainty and attractive manner. When 
one wants a dish of soup all' that is nec- 
essary is to provide the proper amount 
of water, which must be at boiling 
point, and in n vessed which must be 
closely coverd. Put as many of the meat 
olocks as are required into a given 
amount of water, cover closely and al- 
low to stand for 20 minutes. In emer- 
gencies less time will answer, but the 
full flavor of the soup is not brought out 
save by a little time. This is destined 
to become one of the regulation arti- 
cles of diet. There are also biscuits 
made on the same plan. These biscuits 
are wrapped in waxed paper and fur- 
nished to local customers. — N. Y. Led- 
ger.

Improvements fur the Comfort of the 


State MilUla-SoldJer» in Camp 


Sunday. 


Since the grounds at Camp Lincoln, 


Springfield, were vacated lust year a large 
amount of work has been done on them, 
and by the latter part of this week they 
will be in shape for the coming In of tie 
various regiments of the national guard. 
Carpenteis are busily engaged in con- 
structing a substantial band stand 32x83 
feet on the pagoda style between head- 
quarters' hall and the main camp 
This 


stand seats seventy five musicians There 
are twenty acres adjoining to this stand 
shaded by maples. It is the intention of 
General Reece to make a park out of these 
twenty acres. Bustle seata and benches 
will be placed at convenient intervals 
In this park Is where the soldiers after 
duty may keep open house, and receive 
their friends a the same time not intrude 
upon their privacy 
On the hill north of 


the commissary, a permanent reloading 
factory has been built. Here are employ- 
ed ten peoplp, who dally reload 10,000 
rounds of ammunition This Is in charge 
of Captain Bon Eiok, inspector of rifle 
practice, Sixth infintry, and range offi- 
cers of Camp Lincoln. There are two 
buildings, one where the lead Is molded 
into bullets, anf the other where the 
shells are loaded. At the rifle range anew 
terrace SOO feet long has been built at the 
100 yards line to stop rlchoohet bullets.
